Washington, D. C., April 30.—The 
senate tonight, by a vote of 49 to 28, 
adopted the Knox resolution declaring | 
the war with Germany and Austria 
formally at an end. ve | 

The measure now goes to the house, 
where favorable action is expected 
promptly. President Harding has al- 
ready indicated that he will sign the 
resolution without delay. 

In the senate vote tonight the Re- 
publicans presented a solld front in 
support of the resolution. The only Re- 
publican who declared himself in oppo- 
sition to the measure—Senator Nelson 
of Minnesota-—was “paired,” so that 
his name doesn't appear in the official 
roll call. 
Reserves U. 8. Rights Under Treaty. 
An amendment by Senator Town- 
send of Michigan, amending the lan- 
guage of the resolution, was defeated, © 
4 to 26. Senator Sterling of Sout 
Dakota was persuaded by Republican 
leaders rot to offer hia amendment

The Knox resolution repeals the 
declarations of war against Germany 
and Austria and declares the war for- 
mially ended, It reserves all the rights 
obtained by the United States under 
the terms of the Versailles treaty.

lowed by a treaty with Germany, At 
the same time he pictured the diffi-

HERE is an amazing variety in 
trout rods, ranging from an alder 
. limb, cut & la small doy from the 
brookside, to the beautiful ‘and 


expensive weapon of the dry fly fisher- | 


man. 

Costliness is not always an indica- 
tion of a rod’s fitness for a given style 
of fishing. For example, a beautifully 
balanced, light fly rod is no more suit- 
able for derricking trout from a brushy 
brook than a common cane pble is for 
snating fine and far off. | 

cane pole, a cut pole, or the good 
wife's clothes-line prop will serve for 
bait fishing in an emergency, but bait 
fishing tackle need not be crude. In 
fact it ought to be neat and businesa- 
like, to be in keeping with the fitness 
of things. 

For fishing brushy brooks, or brooks 
with soft and gooey edges, where the 
fish must be horsed in quickly, and 
where travel is slow and difficult, an 
ideal rod is the steel telescopic affdtr 
in the bait fishing model—not a fly 
rod, nor a bait casting rod, but a bait 
rod—with the guides on the outside. 

In a tight and ticklish place, such a 
rod may be quickly shortened and stiff- 
ened untjl it is little more than a club, 
and when you come to a more open 
place it can be lengthened into a nice, 
handling fishing rod. 

or fishing larger, more open 
streams, where the fish can be played 
and landed with a net, regular fly fish- 
ing tackle is both elegant and prac- 
tical. In fough, deep water, however, 
where considerable lead must be used, 
one can easily put a set in the tip of 
a light rod.. For such fishing a fly 
rod with quite a bit of backbone is 
recommended. 

One can go some ways in the light 
tackle direction when fly fishing the 
little brooks where the fish run small. 
The tiny fly rods of less than three 
ounces are not always appropriate for 
this kind of fishing, however, especial-

ly if the streamilet is full of snags. 
Good sized fish have been landed on 
these ultra-light rods, but nearly al- 
‘ways when fishing from a boat or a 
raft in water free of débris. 


These rods, when’ well made, are not 
toys—a cast of eighty-two feet has 
been made with an eight foot, two 
ounce fly rod—buf they are not. de- 
signed for rough work. 

Of course, a great deal depends on 
the individual rod. The better class of 
fine hand made rods are stronger and 
will stand more hard usage per ounce 
than will those turned out in quanti- 
ties, mainly by machinery. Nevert 
less, taking brook fishing as it comes, 
the rod of eight and one-half feet and 
three and one-half ounces is as far as 
we would god in lightness—you never 
can tell when an old granddaddy trout 
is going to take hold and start for the 
next county, and a little reserve power 
then comes in mighty handy. 

Besides, one must remember: that 
brook fishing in many «parts of the 
country is not wading but fishing from 
the bank. And fishing from the bank 
means that every step you take jars 
the earth beneath your feet and tele 
graphs ahead to the fish announcing 
your coming. Longish casts, then, 
should be the rule, not the exception, 
in brook fishing, and for dropping a 
ffy regularly at reasonable distances 
you want a rod of considerable power.

We had the ability to combine 
them scientifically and develop them e@iciently. 
All this brought about the success of the steel 
industry and justified its’ early protection. 

“But no amount of tariff against silk worms or 
mulberry trees would be likely to develop a raw 
silk industry in the United States. Our country 
fe not adapted to silk growing. It is equally pos- 
sible that we are not adapted to successful making 


clays are capable of a refinement at small expenie 
which produces a better article than any which 
we have been able to develop with profit. 


For such reasons it might be proper for the 
framers of a new tariff law to extend protection 
t6 those industries to which our resources are 
adapted, and not seek to bar all importations 
from all countries in the hope that some day 
America may be able to supply her own demands.

allies, 
You say our government believes that 
the world cannot be well with so large 
an industrial part of it as Germany sick. 
Ie France, then, of such small import- 
ance in the economic scheme that her in- 
dustries can better be taxed to death to 
pay for the destruction her ancient en- 
emy has wrought? 
You say our government believes that 
the reparations paid by Germany should 
relate to their responsibility for be- 
ginning the war, to damage they did in 
the war, and to the just demands of 
devastated nations for restitution and 
compensation. Do you seriously be- 
lieve—does our government seriously be- 
lieve—that payment by Germany of 
every farthing demanded by the allies 
could begin to make amends for these 
things? 
But I forget. Neither you nor the 
heads of our government weré behind 
the German lines during those ast 
weeks of the war, when Huns and 
French alike were being forced to flee 
before the cleansing fire of allied guns.

And, 
indeed, there is a further inference from that fine panorama of the exploits 
of the Ku-Klux Klan. It would be easy, as I say, to turn the argument en- 
tirely in favor of the Confederacy. It would be easy to draw the moral, not 
that the southern Irish are as wrong as the southern states, but that the 
southern states were as right as the southern Irish. But upon the whole, I 
do not incline to accept the parallel in that sense any more than in the oppo- 
site sense.

But when fire destroys and kills and ex- 
terriinates it is—more often—the hand of a 
mischievous child or of a careless cook. 

Dynamite is as a baby’s sneeze compared 
with ljghtning or with seismic holocausts, 
yet every ounce is guarded from heedless 
hands. - A Toaded revolver which might at 


most endanger half a dozen lives is locked 


away, legislated against, fearfully fingered 
with gingerly touch. Yet infants and im- 
beciles have open access to any number of 
matches, any of which can by a slight maneu- 
ver create a conflagration. The youngster 
playing with a lucifer starts the deadly tene- 
ment house fire, and the records cal! it as 
“ accident”; an ember from a hunter’s break- 
fast kindling sets the vast forest fire, and 
the records call that “ carelessness.” 


Fire has caused more borrors than all the 
other catastrophic consequences of chemical 
and physical phenomena combined. Yet 
schoolkids spend their pennies for matches 
and light bonfires and clap their hands. 

There area million agencies to fight fire, 
thousands to indemnify against loss from it, 
and almost none to prevent it. 

Fire is the only hand-made man-made 
visitation of all the destructive manifesta 
tions of nature, controllable, uncontrolled. 

Fire has entered into judicial and legis 
lative and executive deliberations and con 
siderations in the ratio of perhaps 1 per 
cent’ with firewater, though it has impov-

tables have a low food value... Those 
containing a large amount of cellulose | 
or bulk, such as celery, cabbage, as- 
paragus, cauliflower, spinach, onions, 
etc., fill the stomach and satisfy. A 
diet composed largely of fruits and 
vegetabies hag the additional compen- 
sation of correcting constipation. 
Candy, starchy foods, and fat meats 
have the opposite tendency. 
Get to the Minimum. 

One can eat herself into shape as 
well as out of it, by eating only three 
meals a day and getting that down to 
the minimum need. The less moving 
about and exercise one’s day demands, 
the less food supply should be pro- 
vided. 

An excellent way to begin reducing 
is to shave off one-third at every meal, 
then one-half, and then get the lunch- 
eon down to just one-third of its orig- 
inal amount. , 

Say you have been eating a break- | 
fast of three slices of toast thfekly | 
buttered, eggs, and three slices of 
bacon, fruit, coffee—maybe two cups 
with sugar and cream, quite likely 
three lumps of sugar. Shave that 
down the first week to two pieces of 
toast thinly buttered, one egg, and 
two all slices of bacon; fruit, two 
lumps of sugar, one-third less amount 
of cream, and just one cup of coffee. 


You won’t be hungry at all, you will | 


find. Shave the luncheon and dinner 
down the same way, erring on the 
side of less than one-third. 

The next week cut it down to one- 
half. If the egg is not fried, you 
may take a whole one on a strict re- 
ducing diet. It is not fattening if 
you leave out the butter. But an 
amazing amount of cream and sugar 
may be partaken of in a month of 
two cups of coffee at each meal. Fig- 
ure that out fof yourself. 

Consider Food Values. 

No eating between meals. Drink 
water if you feel faint or hungry, or 
eat an apple.

WING WALKER New Reversible 


Propeller Made 
of Steel Tubin 


NOTEWORTHY advance in 
steel propeller development of 


the Standard Steel Propeller 
company of Pittsburgh, Pa. This com- 
pany, working under contract with the 
government, has delivered to the air 
service, engineering division, an al! 
metal steel propeller capable of having 
the blades reversed, 


The blades are made of stee] tubing 
of tapering section and thickness 
without welding, except to close the 
extreme tip. The blades fit over the 
two arms of the hub, being held in 
place by means of rollers and bal! 
bearings. These rollers greatly reduce 
the friction of rotating the blades 
about their center axis. By means of 
a control which extends to the cockpit, 
an angular movement of 45 degrees can 
be obtained with little exertion. The 
cockpit control consists of a lever for 
quick reverse, in combination with the 
hand wheel. for final adjustment in 
straight away level flying. 


The propeller was given a rigid test 
on the test rig and later was installed 
in an airplane in which it was given 
several flight tests. 

The idea of making a reversible pro- 
peller of steel was suggested to the 
Standard Steel Propeller company by 
the engineering division. The design 
of the blades was made by the engl- 
neering division at McCook field, but 
all mechanical details were worked out 
by the Standard Steel Propeller com- 
Dany.

Death of Mrs. W. K. Nixon. 


In the death at St. Luke's hospital 
last Wednesday of Mrs. W. K. Nixon 
there passed from Chicago a real per- 
sonality, a woman. who in her day had 
been a social power. That day, to be 
sure, was long ago, and of late years 
and times had come to her, times in 
which her friends of that long ago had 
rallied to her assistance with a devo- 
tion and loyalty which attested to 
some unusual quality in her.

After the Great Fire. 

In those denighted, postfire days 
most Chicagoans were s0 occupied re- 
building their destroyed fortunes and 
houses that they gave little or no 
thought to the amenities of life. Al- 
most everybody dined at noon and had 
supper at six o’clock in the evening. 
Dinner parties, where people wore eve 
ning dress as we use the term, were 
quite unknown. The one exception to 
this simple order of living were the 
Nixons, where dinner was the evening 
meal, an occasion of form and preci 
sion. Also Mre..Nixon gave real func 
tions where rare foods and wines were 
served much as théy were at that time 
in the great social centers of Europe. 

The Nixon house was famous for its 
hospitality. Distinguished guests from 
all over the world were @ntertained 
there, the most noted of whom was the 
Duke of Newcastle. That was a fa- 
mous time in the block. Dukes were 
considered more of a prize then than 


their house. To be sure it was a rath- 
er stunted, unimpressive architectural 
addition. It was, however, sufficient to 
house some of the ducal] retinue, for 
the “dook” traveled with both a va- 
let (pronounced at that time “vally ") 
and a secretary. 

The Nixons had one of the féw but- 
lers of that era. Edward was his name, 
and he was the pride of the neighbor- 
hood. He was every inch a butler, and 
besides had a soul, which science de- 
nies to some of his ilk. When hard 
times came to the Nixons, as it did not 
long after the duke’s visit, Edward 
threw in his fortunes with theirs and 
stayed with them as long as they 


jet him. 


But whether they were living in lux- 
ury or in poverty the Nixons always 
gave that indefinable impression of 
breeding and traditions which seems 
now a legacy from another civilization 
than ours. By that I don’t mean to 
imply anything like a reproach to our 
present period of time, It is the great- 
est and most interesting moment in 
the development of the human race, 
and we who live in it are lucky in do- 
ing: so. But what we are gaining in 
strength and enlightenfment we are 
paying for by a definite loss in the 
elegancies of life. Leisure, culture, a 
certain impersonal serene sense of su- 
periority are all markedly absent from 
our present point of view and habit of 
mind.

When Building a 
Home Plan to Get 
Best Use of Lot 


By Eleanor Jewett. 
POINT which always should be 
considered in bullding a home, 
but a point which too often ts 
not considered, is that of th: !o- 
eation of the house on the lot. (* en 
& amall iot, it might by thought off 
hand that you could not go far wrong 
no matter where you placed the 
house—and probably it would not be 
until too late that you discovered how 
wrong you could go. 

The location of the house on the !ot 
decides almost automatically what you 
can do with the rest of the lot, where 
you can have a garden, if you can have 
a garden, where you can have shrubs 
or a lawn, or where you, because of 
your thoughtlessness, must have noth- 
ing except waste space. 

Probably there will be no disagree- 
ment with the statement that when 
possible the living portion of the house, 
garden and lawn areas, should be to 
the south, southeast, and southwest, 
while the kitchen and service portion 
of the house should be towards the 
north. 

One of the clearest expositions of 

how this may be managed is found in 

“Planning the Home Grounds,” 
second booklet of the Landscape Gar- 
den Series, from the Garden Press, 
Davenport, Ia., to which reference has 
been mae before. It goes something 
like this: 

“It has seemed to the writer” (Mr. 
L. W. Ramsey, B. 8S.) “that mistakes 
are made less often, by the home 
owner, in the selection of a suitable 
location for the house than in any 
other phase of home development. 
When it comes to locating the house 
on the lot there seems to be an intuition 
which instinctively draws one to the 
most acceptable site. It is equally 
true that often when the opportunity 
of doing something extremely fine pre- 
sents itself the opportunity is seldom 

seized. 

“The greatest mistake on the part 
of the home owner seems to be not so 
much in locating the house properly, 
but rather in planning the house with 
reference to the site, so that the two 
avill bear proper relation to each other; 
thus affording a congruent and effi- 
cient arrangement. The location of 
the house upon the property is of fund- 
amental importance, for when the 
jhouse is located the various areas 
about the house are automatically de- 
termined. As it is, the arrangement 
of the house, as well as its location, 
that determines these areas, it is 
equally and fundamentally important 
to consider the outside arrangement 
and views in planning the disposal in- 
Bide of the rooms.” 


> 
The tmportance of considering the

facing east, one can readily see that 
the scheme would be extremely bad, 
and that the house, to take the same 
advantage of the grounds, would have 
to be placed close to the south of the 
property rather than to the north, even 
though such an arrangement would 
right matters to but a small degree. 
Thus we see that the plan of the house 
should be made with the place and 
the compass in mind, for without such 
study a desirable solution of the prob- 
lem of locating the house becomes 
merely a matter of chance.” 

In reading over the above it sounds 
more complicated than it really is. 
You have two specific things—your lot 
and the plan of your house. In this 
case the ground plan of the house con- 
sists of a sun parlor which opens into 
a large living room running the length

“Suppose our ideal plan (such as 
Plan A) is eketched out, and our lot 
faces east. The plan is seen to be an 
ideal one, for we have a southern ex- 
posure for sun parlor and living por- 
tion of the house, while the kitchen is 
to the northwest—the least desirable 
part of our home. 

“Let us, in locating our house upon 
the property, assume tHat the distance 
from the street is predetermined—as in 
many cases with a city lot it is—we 
then, in this supposititious case, locate 
our home equidistant from each side 
of the property, as is often done (C). 
It can be seen at once that this 
leaves little space for a garden devel- 
opment in the most desirable place, 
south of the sun porch, and that there 
is an equal amount of ground north 
of the kitchen, where really such 
ground serves no good purpose at 
all, 

“Obviously, then, a house of this 
plan would be far better located as 
close to the property line on the north 
is expedient. This arrange- 
ment would give us sufficient space 
for an extension of the sun porch in 
the form of an attractive out-of-doors 
living room, as well as ample space for 
the service portion. 

“In contrast to this ideal scheme, let

The Most Rev. Meletios Metaxakios, 
metropolitan of Athens and president 
of the holy synod of the Church of 
Greece, is celebrating the feast of Eas- 
ter according to the eastern calendar 
today with the 30,000 members of the 
Greek church {n Chicago. The arch- 
bishop before his election to the met- 


ropolitan see of Athens in. 1918 was 


the bishop of Cyprus for eight years, 
having been elevated to the episcopate 
from the priesthood in the Jerusalem 
patriarchate. He is the author of sev- 
eral pamphlets on Christian unity and 
was editor of the Ecclesiastical Herald 
in Cyprus and in Athens. Easter serv- 
ices today in the Greek church consist 
of “matinée and liturgy,” celebrated 


from 12 to 3’ o’clock this morning, and 


“agape” at vespers from 3 to 5 o’clock 
this afternoon. The archbishop will 
officiate at St. Constantine’s church, 
6105 South Michigan avenue, assisted 
by the pastor, the Rev. Demetry Vaini- 
kos. At the other two Greek orthodox 
churches in Chicago the pastors will 
celebrate, the Rev. C. H. Demetry at 
the Church of the Annunciation, 1017 
North La Salle street, and the Rev. 
Leon Pigheas at the Church of the 
Holy Trinity, 1101 South Peoria street. 


The Associated Roman Catholic 
Charities of the Archdiocese of Chicago 
has just finished its third year of effi- 
cient service. Organized in March, 
1918, to combine all the Roman Cath- 
olic charitable activities into one in 
order that it might be able to render 
to the poor of the city a higher order 
of service, it has experienced a re- 
markable growth in numbers and in 
achievement. In 1918 the organization 
had 50,000 subscribers, who contributed 
a total of $432,266.42; the following 
year there were 57,000 subscribers with 
a total subscription of $509,264.54, while 
last year 62,000 contributors subscribed 
a total of $517,031.90. 


The organization works in two dis- 
tinct fields of @harity: contributing to 
the support of institutions and doing 
relief work in homes. The institutions, 
numbering over twenty-five, which it 
helps to maintain include infant asy- 
lums, orphanages, and training schools, 
homes for the friendless, refuges, shel- 
ters, social centers, homes for the aged, 
schools for the deaf, boarding homes 
for girls, maternity hospitals, employ- 
ment bureaus, child placing agencies, 
and day nurseries. Last year the char- 
ities contributed over $260,000 to the 
support of these institutions. 


In addition tothe work done in in- 
stitutions thousands of poor families 
are cared for in their homes. Much 
of this work is done through the volun- 
teer workers of the St. Vincent de Paul 
society. while some of it is carried on 
through the Central Charity bureau
